SAS FIRST TO OPERATE- 

Four ultra long-range DC-8 jet 
transports have been ardered by 
Scandinavian Airlines System from 
Douglas Aircraft Corporation of Cal¬ 
ifornia, it was announced recently 
by SAS. 

The order will result in some 7 
million man hours of work in about 
2,500 firms across the continent. 
The new jets will be delivered to 
SAS in early 1967. 

The 35 million dollar contract 
was signed at SAS headquarters in 
Stockholm by Karl Nilsson, Presi¬ 
dent of the airline, and Jackson R. 
McGowan, Vice-President of Douglas. 

SAS will be the firstairline in the 
world to operate the most advanced 
version of the DC-8, which will have 
20 more seats and 50% more 
range than the DC-8 models now in 
the SAS intercontinental fldet. 

A combination of aerodynamic re¬ 
finements, increased fuel capacity, 
plus powerful Pratt and Whitney 
JT3D-3B turbofan e n gi n e s will 
stretch the range of the aircraft to 
5,750 miles with a full 40,000 pound 
payload. This is greater than the 
distance between Copenhagen and 
Los Angeles on the SAS polar route. 
The aircraft will have 154 seats. 

Mr. McGowan estimated at the 
signing that the order will mean 
6,900,000 man hours of work, as 
well as much additional employment 
in such other segments of the North 
American economy as basic raw ma¬ 
terials production, insurance and the 
like. 

About 44% of the estimated em¬ 
ployment effect of the SAS contract 
will be felt on the west coast, par¬ 
ticularly in California. About 40% 
of the work will be done elsewhere. 

SAS has options on four addi¬ 
tional advanced Douglas jetliners. 
Meanwhile, the first of several DC-8 
fan jets taken on under leases will 
start flying SAS routes now.

NTNF FELLOWSHIPS — 

The board of the Norwegian Coun¬ 
cil for Scientific and Industrial Re¬ 
search — NTNF — has awarded 
post-doctorate fellowships to 14 for¬ 
eign scientists and engineers. Worth 
322,000 kroner, these grants cover 
a full year of study in Norway dur¬ 
ing 1965-66. 

At the same time, the NTNF 
board awarded 22 fellowships, tot¬ 
alling 300,000 kroner, to Norweg¬ 
ian researchers for a year’s ad¬ 
vanced studies abroad. Also, a 
number of scientific institutes re¬ 
ceived NTNF grants, totalling 1,380,- 
000 kroner, for research and devel¬ 
opment projects, as well as acqui¬ 
sition of scientific and industrial re¬ 
search aids. 

A statistical survey for 1963 
shows that industry spent about 115 
million kroner on research and de¬ 
velopment. The 1,800 full-time in¬ 
dustrial researchers included some 
750 university graduates.

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Soviets Open New 
Border Point

As a result of talks between Fin¬ 
land, Norway and the USSR, the 
Soviet Union has just agreed to 
open its Arctic border for tourism 
near Kirkenes, Norway. It was also 
announced that the Russian con¬ 
sulate in Kirkenes will be able to 
arrange visas within a few hours for 
visitors who will be joining special 
tours. 

Short tours in the Arctic, to Mur¬ 
mansk and to Leningrad will be 
offered originating in Kirkenes. One 
tour will go by bus from Kirkenes 
to the Russian mining town of Nikel 
(population 25,000). After a short 
stop it will continue to Murmansk, 
the Russian Arctic seaport with a 
population of over a quarter of a 
million. After two days of sight¬ 
seeing, including a night at the 
theater, the Arctic Museum, a fur 
farm and the Pioneer Palace, the 
tour will continue by train to Len¬ 
ingrad for sightseeing in Russia's 
second largest city. 

The other tour will be from Kirk¬ 
enes by bus for a one-day visit to 
the Russian town of Boris Gleb. 
There visitors will see the new pow 
er station, an old church and an 
English-language film about the area 
They will also have an opportunity 
to see and participate in Arctic 
fishing. 

Kirkenes is easily reached by 
Scandinavian Airlines System’s 
flight’s from Oslo, capital of Nor¬ 
way, and during the summer season 
beginning June 1, SAS operates six 
flights every week from Montreal 
to Copenhagen, the airline's Euro¬ 
pean gateway city.
